SDBFJEirSION OF ASSESSMENT WOKK 


The JOPBNAL is informed that some 


miners do not understand the law of 
1898 suspending section 2324 of the 
revised United States statutes 


The law contains two propositions: 


Section 2324 ct the Revised Statutes is 
suspended for the year 1893; and no 
forfeiture of any mining claim that baa 
been regularly located and recorded 
will be made because assessment work 
on the claim is not done for 1893. 


To give effect to these provisions no- 


tice must be given by the claimant of 
u mining claim. A notice must be 
Sled with the recorder of the mining 
district with whom the original notice 
of location of the claim was filed, and 
the notice so filed must be recorded in 
the records of the mining district on 
or before December 31,1893, in which 
the original notice is recorded The 
notice filed and recorded should con- 
tain a description of the mining claim, 
and it mnst state that the claimant or 
claimants in good faith intend to hold 
and work the claim mentioned in the 
notice. 


Should the notice not be filed and 


recorded aa required by the law $100 in 
work or improvements must be ex- 
pended on tho claim for 1893 to hold it. 
After December 31,1893, section 2324 
will be iu force as before the suspen- 
sion of the law of 1893, and thereafter 
the value of $100 in work or improve- 
ments will have to be expended on the 
claim each year to hold it. 


IT WILI, KK 
UNPLEASANT. 


Minister Willis is certainly in a very 


unpleasant position at the present 
time. In presenting hip credentials to 
the provisional government it was sup- 
posed he would have made known the 
policy the Cleveland administration 
intended to pursue in regard to the 
islands 
In presenting his credentials 


Mr. Willis said. 


"In doing this I am directed by the 


president to give renewed assurances 
of the friendship, interest and heart} 
good will which our government enter- 
tains for you and for the people of this 
island realm." 


Under ordinary circumstances the 


expression of the above-quoted senti- 
ment would do the minister honor, bat 
from all indications their utterance 
will cause Mr, Willis no little unpleas- 
autness.

The 
secretary of state, m a letter to the 
president of the United States, haf- 
declared that the honor of the Un'ted 
States requires the restoration of the 
former queen of the Hawaiian islands, 
and indications would point that the 
president shares the secretary's views 
After presenting his credentials in the 
manner that he has, should he be com- 
pelled to strangle the provisional gov- 
ernment his position would certainly 
be an unpleasant one. 


OLD SOLDIKKS AKK 
DYING OPT. 


Those anxious individuals who are 


continually expressing the fear that 
the nation will be bankrupted by the 
pensions which are paid to old sol- 
diers may be relieved to learn that for 
the first time in thirty years the list 
of pensions shows a decrease. The 
new issues, from whatever source, do 
not equal in number or amount of pen- 
sion those that drop off in death, by 
remarriage of soldiers' widows, and by 
the minor children reaching adult age, 
when their pension ceases. 


A statement prepared by the pension 


office July 1,1893, showed 966,012 pen- 
sioners on the rolls. This was high- 
water mark. On September 1st, two 
months later, the number pensioned 
was 964,398, a decrease for the two 
months of 1,614. It is expected that 
this decrease will be greater as the 
months roll by. It is expected that 
40,000 new names will be put on the 
rolls, but 50,000, and possibly more, 
will cease to receive pensions. 


GOVERNOR PENNOYER, referring to the

NEVER CRY QUIT. 


The Silver Men Propose to Kenetr the 


Fight. 


WASHINGTON, November 20.—The sil- 


ver men propose to renew the silver 
fight as soon as Congress meets. Bland 
says sufficient time has elapsed since 
the repeal of the Sherman law to show 
that it is not responsible for the hard 
times, and that its repeal, instead of 
helping matters, has made them worse 
by contracting the currency and mak- 
ing it harder for the debtor class to 
pay. He says he has private assurances 
from a large number of those who 
voted-f or repeal to make it evident that 
he can get a majority in the House for 
free coinage, and he has prepared a bill 
for early introduction which is practi- 
cally a revival of the free coinage law 
of 1837, and makes silver coins of al 
denominations full legal tender to any 
amount. It is his purpose not to push 
this bill at once, but to allow first a 
reasonable time for the passage of the 
tariff bill. He thinks there should be 
a heavy reduction in the tariff and a 
large income tax imposed.

Some very interesting experiments 


have been recently made by M. Mallet 
respecting the action of a screw in pro- 
ducing vertical propulsion in a balloon, 
the results of which have been presented 
to the Academy. The screw was de- 
signed and set to work by M. Langlois 
de Saumier, It has a diameter of ?i 
feet and turns round a vertical shaft 
fixed by two clamps to one of the sides 
of the car. M. Mallet succeeded, by im- 
parting to the screw a velocity of 100 
revolutions a minute, in raising the bal- 
loon, which has a capacity of 28,000 cu- 
bic feet, through a vertical space in the 
same time of 333 feet. 


Frequent repetitions of the same ex- 


periment invariably gave the same re- 
sults. As the screw revolved, it neces- 
sarily caused the balloon to rotate also, 
but the movement was not found to pro- 
duce any inconvenience, since the veloc- 
ity did not exceed 0.04 of a complete 
revolution in a second. The author con- 
cluded his communication by a series of 
observations upon this particular mode 
of propulsion, pointing out that it was 
exceedingly well adapted for purposes of 
scientific experiments.—Genie Civil.
